Consid- 
erable discussion followed, some of the 
senators desiring to vote for the bill 
as it stood; others were willing that it 
should be amended, and finally the 
senator was appointed a committee of 
ene to amend his owm work, which he 
did by omittingjthe penalties upon 
any labor union or organization num- 
bering 100 men. This, of course, 
would legalize any mob who might call 
themselves laborers, and most com- 
pletely killed the bill, amid much 
laughter, Stewart bimself voting a- 
gainst its passage. — Carson letter to 
G ld Hill News. 

That’s amusing, is it? Now, forour 
part, we consider it disgraceful and 
cowardly. It shows that our senate 
has not a great deal of backbone about 
it and that a fear of lesing votes is a 
higher consideration with it than 
maintaining the public peace and the 
dignity of the law.

{Baltimore Sun's Londen Letter. 

For some time past the Londen po- 
lice authorities have been. forwardin 
the police in America about an ol 
and powerfully organized gang of 
London fergers who departed hence 
for New York and San Frcuclics: and 
skilfully forged letters of credit on 
British banks after the eleventh hour 
of precaution. A good deal of sur- 
prise prevails here at police headquar- 
ters that these forgers were permitted 
to indulge in their pranks without 
hindrance before being successful. 
In the case of the forgeries on a prom- 
inent Londop bank by one of the 
chiefs of this yang, in San 
Francisco, there is no doubt that 
he was known beforehand by the po- 
lice of that city. If precaution is 
better than cure, and conviction is 
only a part of a division of the spoils, 
the sooner the ‘‘detective” police is 
reformed, the better for the Orient 
and the Occident regions. This gang has 
been an old expertation from London, 
and daring in society as wellas in 
‘‘letters of credit,” has been one of 
their chief stocks in trade.

With much regret we chronicle the 
p obable destruction of the magoif- 
icent fishery of I. C. Frazier, between 
Truckee and Tahoe. Mr. Frazier is 
below, and during the recent cold 


weather Doc. Matthews, who was left 
in charge, found it impossible to keep 


The trout require fresh running water, 
and when the supply is cut off it is 
impossible for them to survive more 
than two er three days. On Tuesday 
the temperature was 24 degrees le- 
low zero, and after working all night 
leng, peer Doc. gave up in despair. 
Solid ice filled all the ditches from 
the reseryoir to tho fish-ponds. Ice 
covered the various ponds to a 
great, depth, .and all the. outlets 
were choked with massive cakes of ice. 
Not a drop of fresh water cou!d reach 
the imprisoned fisb. When hotes were 
cut in the surface of the ponds, the 
large, beautiful trout wouid leap clear 
out of the water in their efforts to get 
the oxygen which the water lacked. 
Doc. came to Truckee and offered the 
citizens all the trout they would take 
from the ponds, at any price they were 
willing to pay. If none availed them- 
selves of the tempting offer, it was be- 
cause all hoped that something could 
be dene to save the fish from destruc- 
tion. Mr. Frazier has been telegraph- 
ed, but has not yet reached Truckee.

Wards Trying to Defend Lines 
which they have Forgotten: 


~The reservation at Pyramid, which 
has been the bony land ef contention 
fér so many years, is again in dispute. 


It has been a sort of no man’s land 


ever since there was a Piute or Indian 
agent in the sagebrush, and the time 
seems near when boundaries are to be 
settled and the nuble red men pro- 
tected. This end of difficulties past 
and present, is within the wish of all 
concerned. The Gazerre, however, 
hoping that honest citizens may be 
protected together with the red men, 
has desired fer some time to .give the 
fisherman's side ef. the story. The 
GazETre has published the cause of 


-complaint, together with maps and 


assertions claimed by the presecution.

it is within the knowledge of this 


writer that there has been for years, 
@ periodical convulsien at Pyramid 


concerning Lo’s real estate; That 
ranchers and stock raisers have re- 
cieved orders which they never obeyed; 


And that their strength in resistance 
generally consisted in a demand tobe 
shown the reservation lines. With 
one other remarkable fact that there 
seemed to be much complaint on the 
part of the agent and very little from 
Lo himself we proceed to the defend- 
ant’s whicli seems te us as follows: 
The attempt to remove the fisher- 
men has often been made and always 
by parties seeking their own interest. 
Patriotism or regard for the wealth of 
our government as represented at 
Pyramid has never prompted these 
attempts. This singular fact is ac- 
counted for -by our fisher friends in 
this way. Colonel A. J. Barnes is 
agent of the government and charged 
with the welfare of eur Piute wards. 
whe, notwithstanding his zeal. in de- 
fending their real preperty, do not 
swarm upon the reservation as might 
be expected, preferring the rotten ap- 
ples of civilization instead. Uncle 
George Frazier is and has been the 
post trader for some years. - It seems, 
too, that one Jack Leathers who ap- 
pears to be a fair man of business and 
a popular man withal, having an eye 
to the outside trade, and, in fact, all 
that ke might gain legitimately, ‘also 
established a trading post some years 
ago. This post is on the east side of 
the lake and was supposed to be on 
the reservation when the soldiers ar- 
rived. The fishermen have as a mat- 
ter ef choice traded with Leath- 
ers. Indians Bill and Joe 
ranchers on the upper and lower res- 


ervations respectively, claim that in- 


stead of getting their beef from the 
reservation authorities free, they have 
been forced to buy the same frou 
Leathers. They also claim thet beef 
is sold en the reservation when it 
sheuld be given away. ‘These Ludians 
also claim that they have been forced 


. © buy seed frem Leathers, being una- 


ble to get it from the reservatics 
authorities. This*state of affairs, say 
tthe fisherman, has naturally made 
Leathers notenly the triend of. the 
Indians but the most _prosper- 
ous trader in that region, 
The trade of these engaged in fishing 


is quite considerable, and Leathers 


has in return taken pains to accem- 
mvdate everybedy concerned, which 
hus secured his hold ‘upen the trade 
Mr. Nugent also and ethers who are 
about the reservation pay the Indians 
cash for hay, fish etc. merely to ben- 
efit them in view of their troubles at 
the reservation. The fishermen are, 
therefore, forced to see that Leathers, 
his accommodating spirit, and his 
growing trade,have become an eyesore 
with the clique who waatthe Indian 
to have his rights, and themselves to 
to have the Indian's trade. The at- 
tempt to remove ‘‘the trespassers” 
then, was nothing less than an attempt 
to

Several years 
ago, and before the fish trade’ or 
Leathers’ either had become an an- 
noyance to the post trader, the agent 
and Mr, Frazier had moved the live of 
the reservation so as to threw Leath- 
ers off the reserve, also a large quan- 
tity of good pasture land which the

Leathers proved this and the officers 
thereupon very properly refused to 
disturb him. The same attempt was 


‘made one year ago by the clique, but 


not with such a flourish of trumpets: 
The fisherman do not desire to tres- 
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pass upon the reservation or transgress 
alaw ofthe land. They simply ask 
the very pertinent question,

and the agent is unable to say. This 
is proven by the condnct of the officers 
sent to enforce removal. They would 
conduct ene man 400 yards and 
another perhaps one mile and a half. 


In each case they would then ask the 
fisherman whether he-did not a 
he was off the reservation. In other 
words, they did not knew where the 
reservation was, and the complainants 
who prompted the ren.oval could not 
inform them. The Indians have 
never complaiaed ef the fisherman 
and indeed are glad of their presence 
because they learn from them and 
often earn money by serving them. 
They get the money too. Lines have 
been changed, complaints have been 
made and the goverament put to 
much expense solely because the fish- 
ermen and Mr, Leathers have not 
been tributary to certain powers. -The 
men whe have invested their money 
deein this a hardship, and will not sub- 
mit unless both lines and laws are de- 
fined se that they shall govern agents 
as wellas common people. If they 
can afford to buy produce from the 
Indian at a fair price, they claim it no 
offense, although in their absence a 
government trader might buy at his 
own price. If those in authority move 
lines so eften that they lese the old 
ones entirely the fishermen claini they 
are guilty ef ne trespass. And finally, 
disclaiming apy attention to resist jus-

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Train Delayed. 


The murderers are not all dead yet.

Tho train 
was righted as soon as possible, but 
was three hours and one half late 
when it reached Reno, Our tnferm- 
ant said that the intention had un- 
doubtedly been to wreck the train re- 
gardless of life. The switch was left 
sectirely locked, and the old turn- 
table was seldom used. Upon exam- 
ination the lock of the switch was 
found about twenty feet away batter- 


‘ed out of shape as with a stone, thus 


shewing the criminal intent of the 
scouvdrels, whe had in thelr intent, 
consigned the train-load of passengers 
to probable death or maiming. is 
hoped that a crime of this kind may 
meet with a just punishment. Trov

HORRIBLE WIFE MURDER BY 
A DRUNKEN TRAMP. 


A Fearfal Crime Committed on Sunday 
Last Near Beckwith—Circumstances 
ofthe Tragedy—Sickening Sights at 
the Scene ofthe Devilish Deed.

clutch something. There were great 
bruises upon the head and face and 
the deep marks of fingers were visible 
upon the neck. Pieces of the wo- 
man’s scalp with the hair clinging te 
them were scattered about, and all 
around where the body lay were 
‘signs that a terrible strugle had taken 
place. Gill, a heavy-minded, stupid 
and taciturn fellow, refused te give 
any explanation, idietically mumbling 
the assertion that his wife had frozen 
to death. It was afterwards found 
that he had spent the night in one of 
Mr. Moffett’s outbuildings, where he 
had built a fire. His hands and cloth- 
ing were stained with bloed, which, 
from the first excited suspcion aguinst 
Gill; even before the body was found. 


@iOW THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 

It is supposed that the.couple had 
made their way leisurely from Beck- 
with, drinking the whisky which Gill 
had obtained there, and that toward 


night they reached the spot where 
the bedy was found—seven miles from 
Beckwith—and that a drunken quar- 


jrel ended by Gill brutally beating and 


strangling his wife. The might was a 
cold one and the drunken murderer 
left the body of his victim and went 
on as far as Moffett’s place, where, as 
has been told, he made himself com- 
fortable in aa outhouse, by building a 
tire. 
THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

The body was taken back to Beck- 
with and also the murderer. On 
Monday afternoon an inquest was 
held there, Justice of the Peace D. G, 


Webber acting as coroner, and the 
jury returned a verdict of murder 
against Gill. Yesterday his examina- 
tion en that charge was in progress 
befere Justice Webber when the stage 
left. A GazeTre reporter learned 
the above particulars ef the dreadful 
affair from J. Stephens, the driver of 
the stage. Mr. Stephens was unable 
te state what defense Gill was at- 
tempting to make. The murder has 
created an intense excitement in the 
quiet farming community ef the val- 
ley.
